UR newly elected Potentate, Illustrious 

Noble Willard Price Lombard, was 
born on Drayton Island, Florida, July 30, 
1889, and after seven years came to Bos- 
ton where he has lived ever since, in its 
suburbs, formerly Everett and now in 
Wakefield. 

According to his genealogy appearing in 
“Who’s Who in New England" and the 
“Biographical Encyclopedia of America," 
his father, who was a life member of 
Aleppo, was born in Boston and his mother 
in Tennessee, the former coming from old 
New England ancestry and the latter from 
old Southern ancestry. His higher educa- 
tion was obtained at Harvard College of 
Liberal Arts and Law School of Boston 
University, from which he graduated with 
special honor (cum laude). He was ad- 
mitted to the practice of law in 1911 and 
in a short’ time became a member of the 
law firm of Stover, Sweetser & Lombard in 
Boston, where he still continues as the 
most active partner. 

Within five months after his graduation 
from Law School he was elected to the City 
Council of Everett and six years later 
served two years as City Solicitor and in 
the following year was elected a member of 
the State Legislature. 

Before attaining the age of thirty he had 
become a Director in the Everett National 
Bank, a Trustee of the Everett Savings 
Bank and a corporator of the Chelsea Sav- 
ings Bank. 

For a number of years he has had a Pro- 
fessorship in Law at Suffolk University 
where he teaches Corporation Law, City 
and Town Law and Divorce Law. He is 
also Chairman of the Board of Trustees of 
Curry College which specializes in training 
for the theatre, dramatics and radio per- 
formances. 

At the age of thirty-three he became 
Master of Palestine Lodge, then the third 
largest in the State, in the following year 
was Senior Grand Deacon of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts and for the next 
two years was District Deputy Grand 
Master of the Seventh Masonic District. 


He is at present the Associate Member of 
the Board of Masonic Relief from Palestine 
Lodge. 

Since the days when he was an active 
member of Sigma Alpha Epsilon, a college 
fraternity, he has ¢ontinued to be active 
in many fraternal, civic and social organi- 
zations. In two years he will become the 
national head of the Royal Order of 
Jesters, which is a country-wide organiza- 
tion composed exclusively of Shriners. 

Potentate Lombard’s greatest pride is 
in his son, Willard C., who is a lawyer now 
in the armed forces, and his daughter, 
Noel, who is at college preparing to be a 
doctor. 

His wife, Edith Colgate Lombard, is ane 
of Shrinedom’s active women and never 
misses an occasion at which she may be 
present. She has attended the last four 
National Shrine Conventions.

WAR HERO GUEST SPEAKER 
AT SHRINE LUNCHEON 


EARLY four hundred members of 

Aleppo attended the first Shrine 
Luncheon of the season held Tuesday, 
February 29th, to hear an address by 
Capt. John Cimaglia, an officer of the U. S. 
Army Air Corps, who recently arrived 
home after eighty-eight Fighter Missions 
over continental Europe. 

Potentate Willard P. Lombard presided 
and introduced our own Noble Lt. Col. Lee 
H. Tucker, of the First Service Command 
of Boston, whom the Potentate appointed 
as Chairman for this luncheon in conjunc- 
tion with his announced policy of a dif- 
ferent Chairman each month in charge of 
the speaking program. Colonel Tucker 
held the undivided attention of the Nobil- 
ity for several minutes in presenting the 
background and preliminary training of 
the guest speaker of the day. In his re- 
marks, Colonel Tucker said that Captain 
Cimaglia had recently returned to his 
home in Newton for а short rest after 
serving for nearly eighteen months with 
the 48th Fighter Command as a Combat 
Fighter Pilot. He said the eaptain had 
started his exciting career when the Ger- 
man “Afrika Corps," under General 
Rommel, was at the very gates of Cairo 
and threatened to take control of the en- 
tire Mediterranean Sea and Suez Canal. 
Operating with the 8th British Army, he 
participated in all the heavy fighting which 
drove the invaders all the way back to 
Tunisia and into the Mediterranean Sea. 

Captain Cimaglia, who is a member of 
the famous “Flying Skull Squadron" which 
made history in its wonderful campaign

in Europe, then took part in the next of- 
fensive which carried the American and 
British forces finally across to Sicily and 
the Straits of Messina, helping to estab- 
lish our first beachhead on the mainland 
of Italy. 

Тһе twenty-three-year-old Bomber Pilot 
and veteran, told the members of Aleppo 
that the reports of Germans shooting 
down our aviators who had bailed out, 
were untrue. ‘We never shot down their 
pilots when they were bailing out either. 
At least I never saw anyone do it." He 
said, “although, during dog fights in the 
air when many planes are milling around 
it is almost impossible for some descending 
to earth not to get hit.” The flier described 
strafing as an unclean business. 

Speaking of the prowess of American 
pilots he said, “We knocked Germans 
down nine to one. I made 72 strafing mis- 
sions'over Salerno Beach and the Straits of 
Messina and the flak there was the worst 
encountered in the entire war. We were 
flying P 47's and we had to keep enemy 
boats away from the coast. We would go 
up to 15,000 feet, roll over on our backs 
and come down at 500 miles an hour. This 
was the only way we could work." In his 
eg the Captain gave high praise to the 
U. S. Navy for the help they gave in sav- 
ing this beachhead. 

Captain Cimaglia won the Distinguished 
Flying Cross, the Air, Medal with nine Oak 
Leaf Clusters, the British RAF “Late Ar- 
rival" medal, the pre-Pearl Harbor ribbon 
and the European Theatre ribbon with 
four engagements during his 88 missions 
without injury. He appeared at the 
luncheon on crutches and very reluctantly 
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explained with a smile that since his re- 
turn home he had been in an automobile 
accident and had spent considerable time 
convalescing from a leg injury as a result 
of this accident.

MASONIC SERVICE TO THOSE 
IN THE ARMED FORCES 


PRACTICALLY every Grand Jurisdic- 

tion within these United Statesis deeply 
concerned with its responsibility for mem- 
bers of Masonic families in any branch of 
the Armed Services. The Grand Lodge of 
Massachusetts, with its organized Service 
Department, assumed this responsibility 
immediately upon the operation of the Se- 
lective Service Law in September, 1940. 
From that date an intensive contact and 
correspondence effort has been carried on, 
in behalf of and with a constantly increas- 
ing list of members, sons of members, 
daughters, etc., so that at present writing 
there are fifteen thousand three hundred 
and ninety-four names on that list. 

Starting in August of 1940 all Lodges in 
the Jurisdiction were requested to send to 
the Service Department names of all mem- 
bers of Masonic families who were in any 
branch of the Service or who were later to 
enlist or be inducted. 'This appeal has 
been consistently followed up and as fast 
ав these names have been received, cor- 
respondence has been started with each 
one. Fraternal requests have gone to the 
Jurisdictions where members were located 
for consideration and personal contact, 
wherever possible. The overwhelming re- 
sponse from practically all Jurisdictions in 
behalf of these requests prompts the pre- 
diction that a closer-knit Freemasonry 
among the English-speaking countries 
must inevitably emerge from this world- 
wide activity. 

At the same time that this intensive 
effort was inaugurated the already compre- 
hensive Service organization of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts, comprising nearly 
sixty men, was augmented by the appoint- 
ment of Masonic Liaison Officers near each 
of the major camps and training areas to 
develop such legitimate contacts as would 
be permissible to channel the fellowship 
and hospitality of Freemasonry to all so- 
journing within the borders of our own 
Grand Jurisdiction. From time to time, as 
the need presented, Associate Liaison 
Officers have been added to this list to give 
us the approach to all who might need our 
services. 


From the fund contributed by Masons 
of the Jurisdiction at the request of the 
Grand Master, the dinner expense of so- 
journing men in uniform is being under- 
written, so that all Lodges are urged to 
open their doors to as many as possible, as 
frequently as possible. 

The Grand Lodge of Massachusetts is a 
member of the Masonic Service Asso- 
ciation of the United States and is a con- 
tributor to the splendid work of that Asso- 
ciation, which includes the establishment 
of between fifty and sixty Masonic Service 
Centers, including the recently established 
one in London, England. The accompany- 
ing list will give some idea of the compre- 
hensive work of this splendid organization. 

In addition to this many Grand Jurisdic- 
tions have set up their own Committees 
and are carrying on their own special pro- 
grams. Within our own Jurisdiction there 
have been formed some Masonic Service 
Clubs near certain Military areas which 
have furnished a splendid medium for 
fraternizing. The stimulation of certain 


Degree groups has been very helpful in 
many instances. 

From the start of this emergency, even 
before war was declared with Japan and 
Germany, the effort has been to channel 
the facilities and hospitality of Free- 
masonry to the absent one, in so far as it 
was legitimately possible. In thousands of 
the folders (a separate folder is provided 
for the history of each name) will be found 
many delightful and touching stories of co- 
operation between Grand Jurisdictions and 
of appreciation expressed by those for 
whom this labor of love is performed. 
From sons of Masons, particularly, many 
appreciative responses come, especially 
where it has been possible to follow through 
from the original assignment to later trans- 
fers, even to keeping in touch with the 
boys beyond the continental limits of the 
United States. 


This tremendous volume of mail from 
every corner of the English-speaking world 
and every theatre of activity of this global 
conflict, attests the strength of Masonic 
friendship. Quotations from many letters 
bear eloquent testimony to the fact that 
the supporting strength of Freemasonry is 
а tremendous faetor for morale. From 
thousands of members comes the state- 
ment, *I never knew what Masonry was 
until I got away from home." “Тһе glori- 
ous hospitality extended us within your 
Jurisdiction has re-kindled the vital spark 
of Freemasonry in our breasts." From 
many sons such quotations as, Anything 
that my Dad belongs to is just about the 
finest thing in the world and you have 
demonstrated that his associates in Free- 
masonry are just the same fine men as he 
is." “Т have always felt that my father's 
Masonie Lodge was the greatest institu- 
tion in the world and now I know why it is 
so. Just the first opportunity I have when 
Ireturn I am going to make application to 
my father's Lodge." ‘We who are doing 
our best to bring this war to a successful 
conclusion will fight the more valiantly 
now that we know that you and your asso- 
ciates are back of us. God bless you all." 
"Keep the letters coming. You have no 
idea what a tremendous help they are to 
us out here. Our greatest morale comes 
from such letters as you and those back 
home write." 


'The Service Department of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts, under the direc- 
tion of Philip C. MeMurdie, is determined 
to overlook no small detail in its earnest 
endeavor to keep the encircling arms of 
Freemasonry about the shoulders of its 
loved ones. 

Our Shrine very liberally donated 
$50,000 to the Masonie Service Association 
last July to be used for welfare work among 
the armed forces of the country.

It has 
been thrilling to the spectators, and it 
doesn't involve hating anybody, killing 
anybody, or increasing the national debt. 

"It would be a good thing for pacifists 
the world over to work for more Shrine 
conventions." 

In these dark days of war every Shriner 
is doing his part to quickly terminate the 
present confliet to the end that we may 
once again see the smiling faces of the 
marching Shriners in a peacetime parade 
in a peaceful country. 
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
